Dear Jean: 


I think I have worried these Cooley’s enough ~ as usual I have ended up very 

frustrated at not being able to identify some of them. If only they had been a 
little more original and not used the same names over, and over, it wouldn't be 
so difficult, but let*s face it, our ancestors believed more in tradition than 


we do. 


I have made notes explaining where I got some of my information - and have tried 
to explain differences. Several times I have thought one thing, only to find out 
later that I was wrong, especially after finding someone with better knowledge of 
these families. Needless to say, there are probably some errors, still, but the 
results are the efforts of about 15 people I have been in close contact with since 
I first started this crazy hobby. There are still a lot of unanswered questions 
but every now and then one little item will turn up. Anyway, for what it is worth, 
here it is. 


Re. Harbard Cooley & Esther Sumrall. What was the published genealogy you referred 
to? 


Re. Allen Cooley. He left Darlington, SC about the same time as the others, only 

he settled first in Dale Co., AL, then later moved overinto Florida. He was 

divorced by his wife, or at least she left him, but my information is rather sketchy 
on him. I have written a gentlemen who is researching her family name and hopefully 
he can provide a little more information on this family. Some of the ones from AL 

may be his descendants, as well as some of those who list FL. Also, the oldest brother 
in the Cooley bunch, John, Jr., had a son named John, and he later turned up in 

Dale Co., AL» Some of these also moved on to TX. 


In some areas I am just getting started on research - and in some areas I need to 
go back and begin again ~ now that I know more than I did at first. It is really 
a vicious circle. 


I did not tackle the Bounds = I have the same info on the Perry County ones. I 
think they are related to the ones in Wayne/Jasper Co. but how I have never figured 
out. There are some pretty mixed up stuff on this family. My one resource, and I 
was going to see her in LA while I was there a few weeks ago, has had a terrible 
set back with her eyes. She has glaucoma plus cataracts and I was unable to talk 
to her or see her. Anyway, none of the ones I have info on lived in Wayne Co. - 
they were primarily in Jasper Co., some were first in Hinds County. 


I hope some of this helps. I‘11 be glad te help with those in Jasper County, if 
you like. Just let me know. 


I'll keep in touch - when I can't find something, or need some kind of help, I may 
let you know. 


Better close - am tierd tonight + work was a pain today. Am going to send for some 
of your books. Still have to look at the list and see which ones I want.
